Baader, Co-Defendants 


Convicted, Given ‘Life’ 


3 Found Guilty of 4 Murders; 
Appeals to Follow Long Trial 


By Murray Seeger 


BONN, April 28.—Nearly two years after they went on trial, the 
three surviving members of the Baader-Meinhof gang of political 
terrorists were found guilty today of a long list of violent crimes 
and were sentenced to life in prison 

The defendants, Andreas Baader, 33; Jan Carl Raspe. 35, and 
Gudrun Ensslin, 36, heve been on 2 hunger strike for 2 month and 
were not in the Stuttgart court to hear the case's long summation 


by presiding Judge Eberhard Foth. 


The judge said that the three defendants and their associates, 
Ulrike Meinhof and Holger Meins, who died in jail, were guilty of 
murdering four U.S. soldiers with bombs in 1972 and other crimes. 

“All of this happened under the alibi of the .anti-imperialist 


struggle,” the judge commented. 


The defendants and their personal attorneys have not taken part 
in the trial for many months. ‘The accused have recently been 
represented by court-appointed lawyers. In a press conference last 


evening, chief defense counsel Otto 
Schily said that his clients did 
not deny committing the crimes 
of which they were accused but 
wanted to be treated as prisoners 
of war because they had acted 
to defend the Vietnamese people 
from genocide by the United 
States. 

“They were helping the libera- 
tion struggle of the Vietnamese 
People against an imperialist 
power, America, with West Ger- 
many as its accomplice." Mr. 
Shily said. 

Each of the three defendants 
was sentenced to life in prison 
for the murders of the US. 
soldiers, plus 15 years’ imprison~ 
ment for four bomb attacks on 
West German targets. The ver- 
dict will be appealed on several 
points that evolved in the trial 
that began on May 21, 1975, three 
years after the defendants were 
arrested. 

Before the verdict was an- 
nounced, security forces in most 
West German cities, and especial- 
jy here in the capital, were put 
on alert to guard against possible 
reprisal attacks by a terrorist 
group allied with the Baader- 
Meinhof gang. 

Three terrorists are still sought 
for the fatal machine-gun attack 
on the federal prosecutor, Sieg- 
Tried Bubeck, his driver and body-

Norway Orders Oil Field Closed 


STAVANGER, Norway, April 28 
(AP!.—The Norwegian govern- 
ment today ordered the closing, 
for security reasons, of its huge 
North Sea oil field after another 
abortive attempt by disaster con- 
trol experts to cap a blown-out 
rig. 

The order coincided with dis- 
closures of i 8 57. 
rounding the blowout at Ekofisk 
Bravo, which had sent an estimet- 
ed 22,000 tons of crude ail into 
the sea by noon today. 


Phillips Petroleum, operators of 
the rig. said that a blowout pre- 
venter, or valve, at the wellhead 
of Bravo 14 had been mistakenly 
bolted on upside down. 

The officials insisted that the 
error on Friday night had no 
relation to the well’s rupture just 
hours later but acknowledged that 
i severely impeded the attempts 
to seal the well

Legal Ban Voided

Unions in Spain 

MADRID, April 28 (Reuters),— 
Spain formally Ufted a.ban on 
all non-governmental labor 
unions today but prohibited all 
demonstrations on May Day. 

A royal decree appeared in the 
Offictal Gazette enabling unions 
outside the state-run syndicates 
to gain legal status simply by 
presenting their statutes to the 
government, 

But a spokesman for the 
Socialist General Workers Union 
(UGT) sald the government had 
also advised them that alt 
demonstrations Sunday would be 
banned. 

“The government takes one 
step forward and another step 
backward,” the UGT spokesman 
said. 

The ban was apparently im- 
posed to avoid street violence 
that could further upset the 
armed forces, already angered by 
the recent legalization of the 
Communist party. 

Franco's Unions 

About 500 employees of the 
syndicates demonstrated at their 
headquarters immediately after 
the publication of the royal 
decree overhauling the trade 
union system set up by Franco. 
The employees demanded govern 
ment assurances that they would 
not lose thelr jobs. 

The legalization of the unoffi- 
cia] unions would mean the col- 
lapse of the syndicates.

Cairo Press Reports, Assails 
Alleged Soviet Note to Arabs

CAIRO, April 28 (WP).—The 
olive branch thet Egypt extend- 
ed to the Soviet Union earlier 
this week was withdrawn this 
morning. All three Cairo morn- 
ing papers printed strongly word- 
ed denunciations of Moscow for 
allegediy distributing to other 
Arab countries a note accusing 
Egypt of trying to provoke an 
armed clash with Libya. 

Vice-President Hosny Mubarak 
had said Tuesday that Egypt was 
seeking to improve its ties with 
Moscow, which have been de- 
terlorating for years. 

But the Soviet support for the 
regime of Col Moamer Qadhafi 
in Libya is apparently becoming 
ἃ barrier to any Egyptlan-Soviet 
reconciliation,

Egyptian-Libyan 
telations have resched a low 
point and the Soviet Union has 
openty given its support to the 
Libyans. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
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Ismail Fahmy met yesterday for 
the fourth time in nine days with 
Soviet Ambassador Nikolai Polya- 
kov and was reported by the 
papers to have confronted him 
with the note at that meeting. 

At the same time, there were 
new reports that the Egyptians 
have moved as many as two divi- 
sions of troops to the Libyan 
border, which led some analysts 
to interpret the Soviet note as a 
warning to the Egyptians against 
attacking Libya.

CIA Manipulate? Unions 
In Australia, Spy Jury Told

LOS ANGELES, April. 38 
(NYT).—A California man ac- 
cused of espionage testified yes- 
terday tha, he saw CIA data 
that showed the agency was se- 
cretly “manipulating the lead- 
ership” of Australian \xbor 
unions. 

Christopher Boyce, 23, a former 
employee of TRW Systems, Inc., 
near here, which produces photo- 
graphic surveillance satellites for 
the CIA, contended that he had 
been made privy to information 
that the CIA had “infiltrated” 
unions and “suppreseed their 
strikes.” particularly those in- 
volving raiiroads and airports. 

Myr. Boyce contended Tuesday 
that his revulsion. to such tactics 
by the CIA against a US. ally 
had led him to agree to leak 
the information to the public 
through a friend but that the 
friend hed instead sold it to the 
Soviet Union and embroiled him 
in a two-year espionage. opera- 
tion. 


He sai that the friend, An- 
drew Lee, 25, who is scheduled 
to begin trial on the same 
charges, forced him to participate 
under threats of exposing him 
and his father, a 
former agent of the FBI. . 

Mr. Boyce operated a crypto- 
graphic communications center 


between TRW and the CIA head- 
quarters in Langley, Va. He as- 
serted that he was told of CIA 
infiltration’ of the Australian 
unions st a speciat briefing at 
TRW and, that as communica- 
tions messages moved in and out 
of the code room, “I learned 
about the practice of day-to-day 
deceptions in our -transmissions 
to the Australians.”.

KINSHASA, Zaire, April 28 
CReuters)—Zaire Army para~ 
troops were dropped behind enemy 
lines today in the battle against 
rebels who invaded the southern 
province of Shaba eight weeks 
ago, the official Zaire news agen= 
cy AZAP reported. 


Nine prisoners were taken and 
the operation—the first in which 
the paratroops have been used 
in Shaba—was a total success, 
AZAP said. 


It reported that 100 parairoops 
hed been dropped after an all- 
night strategy session between 
President Mobutu Sese Seko and 
his army commander, Gen. Nsinfa 
Boyeme. 

Amin at the Front 


President Mobutu went with 
President Idi Amin of Uganda, 
who arrived in Zaire today, to 
the “front” between the Moroc- 
ean-supported government forces 
and the rebels, AZAP said. 


President Amin’s visit followed 
reports by Uganda's radio that he 
had sent a “suicide striking 
force” to aid Zairian forces in 
Shaba, But the Zaire news agen- 
ey said that, although President 
Mobutu had accepted troop offers 
from Uganda, the Sudan and the 
Central African Empire. these 
forces would remain im their own 
countries until needed. 

President Amin’s visit was seen. 
as being designed to underline 
African support for Zaire.

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The First Quarter of Mr. Carter 


When Jimmy Carter bevame President 
$6 days ago. he had Little to fear except tear 
itself. His remarkable campaign for the 
White House showed him to te shrewd and 
intelligent dedicaced and poised, efficient 
and humene. He was αὶ man of vovigus 5511- 
confidence, but aiso one who sometimes 
Scared easily: when the race grew tense he 
not only trimmed but cut and ran from 
apparent commitments to full employment 
and social spending toward a balanced bud- 
get and increased defense spending, Fear 
rather than conviction seemed to move him 
from side to side. It was a fair preview 
of the leader we have seen so far. 

Since first-quarter stocktaking seems to be 
desired in the Oval Office this weee. we 
would reiterate: Mr, Carter need fear only 
fear itself. Taken individually, his retreais 
from the tax rebate. from defense cutbacks, 
from cancellation of water projects and from 
the human-rights test in foreign affairs can 
be seen as prudent accommodaticns with the 
business community or powerful forces in 
Congress or simply reality. But cumulativeiy. 
the compromising suggests an excessive 
haste elther in the embrace of policy or 
withdrawal from it. These were probaly 
habits carried into office from the cam- 
paign. into the second campaign, so to speak, 
by which the new President wished to make 
his mark abroad and at bome, This run- 
ning for president from the office of the 
president should be ended now, the accu- 
mulated popularity and confidence invested 
where it counts, 

What counts? The President's chvices οἵ 
priority for real and not just rhetorical com- 
mitment have been excellent. He has shonn 
himself eager to promote the recovery of 
the domestic economy, to adopt ἃ wide and 
far-reaching energy policy and to build 
upon past negotiations with the Soviet 
Union toward a genuine reduction in nuclear 
arms. Difficult though they will be to 
achieve, these goals are not enough. 

Like arms control and energy manaze- 
ment, the U.S. economy meeds to be re- 
directed. As Mr. Carter recognized, more 
forcefully before his election than since, 


uriemployment is a cruel waste of present 
resources and future strength. The tradi- 
tional responses of more inflation or more 
protectionism or both will only compound 
the problem. Huge investments in the 
training, education and relocation of peopie 
and in the structure of our urban. commu- 
nities are no less essential than investments 
in new sources of energy. and no less 2 task 


for presidential leadership. It was probably — 


sound to deal first with energy, to assure 
continued growth. It would be reassuring 
now to sense a comparable commitment “to 
put Americans back to work,” as Jimmy 
Carter used to say. 

As with energy. an imaginative and far- 
reaching program for full employment is 
also an international imperative. The Amer- 
ican people cannot be persuaded to endure 
truly free trade and investments in econom- 
ie development elsewhere if their own 
needs are not boldly addressed. Unless they 
are, the country will keep sliding back from 
involvement in the world, unable to influ- 
ence the economic and political environment 
upon which real security depends. Mr. Car- 
ter's championship of human rights has 
Testored a necessary measure of idealism to 
our reputation abroad, but lke the other 
useful gestures of the first quarter it is 
prelude to policy. not ἃ substitute for it. 
Both the industrial and developing nations 
seek US, leadership in new trade and in- 
yestment policies. New generations that 
have never known the inspirational qualities 
of the United States need to be addressed 
with a diplomacy finally liberated from 
Vietnam. 

The accounts of the President as he con- 
cluded his first hundred days in office stress 
his increased efficiency, and the compart- 
mentalizing of his life into pertods of study, 
action and public relations. In settling in, 
he has clearly been adept and impressive, 
But on the most important questions Mr. 
Carter must now become obsessive, unafraid 
to proclaim some vision, unafraid to persist 
as his popularity and constituency dimin- 
ish, unafraid to lose some campaigns that 
need to be fought. 
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Spain and the Lure of Democracy 


Tt has been 40 years since Spain held a 
free election. Two of three Spaniards now 
living were not yet .born.af the last one: 
Premier Suarez. who will meet with Pres- 
ident Carter today, was 3 years old. So a 
novel experience awaits the country on 
June 15. marking the end of a novel tran- 
sition from dictatorship in the 17 months 
since the death of Generalissimo Franco. 
Step by step, and with only occasional vio- 
Jence, the institutions of an authoritarian 
regime have been constitutionally arranging 
their demise. 

The process. however, is by ho means irre- 
wersible, Ald and emcouragement should 
therefore be Carter’s greeting for Suarez to 
complement the assistance of the European 
community, which holds out eventual mem- 
bership in the Common Market, perhaps 
even in NATO. 

Even the election of 2 bicameral parlia- 
ment with the power to draft a new consti- 
tution will not make democracy secure. The 
army that destroyed the Spanish Republic 
in the 1930s and kept Franco in power for 
four decades still exists. So does the Franco 
police. The Francolst political arm, the Na- 
tional Movement, is inactive but not de- 
stroyed The authorization of free trade 
unions has not eliminated the government- 
controjled unions. The landowners. business 
interests, church hierarchy and Opus Dei 
Jay movement that supported the Franco 
regime retain great economic and politicai 
influence, All have had to swallow hard 
during the transition and legalization of the 
Communist party was the bitterest pill. The 
pavy minister recently resigned on that 


issue and other senior officers had to be 
removed. A revolt by the military was nar- 
rowly averted. 

So the coming elections can be critical. 
Polls suggest that a neo-Franco bloc of 
parties on the extreme right, led by seven 
former Franco ministers, can count on 20 
to 30 per cent of the vote. The mainstream 
Socialists appear headed for 15 to 20 per 
cent and the Communists for 6 to 10 per 
cent. Suarez implies a willingness to run 
himself. to take the leadership of the weak 
and divided center parties—125 parties have 
qualified to participate—-and to try to form 
a strong center bloc. But he has been 
under army pressure to remain neutral dur- 
fog the election, which would then most 
likely yield a plurality for the right. 

In any event, only a relatively unstable 
maultiparty legislature is likely to emerge 
to face Spain's pressing economic problems— 
recession, inflation. high unemployment and 
8 $3.5-billion balance of payments deficit. 
The economic strains account in part for 
the yearning of Spain's elite to emerge from 
isolation and to join the European com- 
munity; the community's condition is de- 
mocracy, Spain's youth, intellectuals, govern- 
ment technicians and vital elements of the 
business community seek the quickest path 
to modernization and development. The 
benefits of democracy, therefore, loom as 
tangible, not merely ideological. Clearly the 
standards set by democrats outside Spain-— 
and Carter not the least—can continue to 
have a significant effect on its sovereign 
course,

There is no doubt that those responsible 
will have to learn the lessons of the oil 
blowout in the North Sea and draw the ap- 
propriate conclusions, whatever the expense 
involved. But it would be utopian to sug- 
gest forgoing ocean-bed off unless and until 
the majority of the public is prepared to 
accept a massive, deliberate reduction in 
the consumption of energy.

WASHINGTON, April 28 
(N¥T).—The Treasury announced 
yesterday it would pay off about 
$2 billion of the national debt 
during the three months ending 
June 30 as the government 
operates on a cash surplus. in 
the following quarter, however. 
the Treasury will come back to 
the market to borrow $12 billion 
to 815 billion. 

The “profile" of the govern- 
ment's borrowing program for the 
next five months was outlined 
by Anthony Solomon, under 
secretary for monetary affairs, 
as he disclosed the ‘Treasury's 
plans to refinance $7.9 billion of 
notes and bonds that mature on 
May 15.

Exploring the Loss of Taste and Smell. 


By Stephen Klaidman 
Wsseaneron (WP).—Dr, Robert Henkin is an endocrinol- 
ogist whose fascination in medical schoo] with the mysteries 
of taste and smell has turned into 2 vocation. 

His Georgetown University laboratory and clinic here deal 
with the little known afflictions of Jost or impaired senses cf 
taste and smell, conditions that affect 1 miHion to 2 million 
Americans, 

Every year, £00 to 700 patients fiock to Dr. Henkin's clinic 
to be treated for ἃ variety of sensory ailments. He has a devoted 
band of followers made up of people he has helped regain their 
sense of taste or sme'l and others who see him as their only 
hope. 

He also has detractors in the medical profession, some of 
whom regard his research as esoteric and others who question 
his ethics. 

While his sometimes controversial research led to his 
departure from the National Institutes of Health in 1975, 
Dr. Henkin has gained 2 reputation as a uniquely qualified 
expert, a one-of-a-kind scientist. 

He bas become a consultant'in a series of multimillion- 
dollar lawsuits invoiving chemicel workers who have lost their 
senses of taste and smell He has also discovered a new protein 
in saliva, which he named gustir, and conducted research into 
@ safe artificial sweetener at a time when saccharin, the last 
such item on the U.S. marxet, faces 2 ban. 

Dr. Henkin has searched the Bible, unsuccessfuliy, for 
cases of lost taste and smell. Ee has discovered a reference 
in the medical literature of the 17th century to a dog suffering 
lost sense of smell as a result of having its Jarynx removed. 
And he has noted that loss of the sense of smell was a key 
clue in 3 1937 Agatha Christie novel calied “Poirot Loses a 
Client.” 

A major criticism leveied at Dr. Henkin by his professional 
colleagues is that he did not immediately publish the results 
of a study that discredited nis own earlier work. 

His first study. published in 1973, strongly implied that all 
loss of taste was due to low levels in the body of metais such 
as zine and copper and that taste could be restored by raising 
those levels. The second study, with better controls, produced 
far less conclusive results. 

Partly as a result of this dispute, Dr. Henkin says, he was 
forced out of NIH in 1975 and has continued his work at 
Georgetown. The second study was ultimately published last 
November. 

Although apparentiy no one else is doing the same specific 
kind of research, several neurologists and other physicians 
familiar with Dr. Henkin’s published work say his methods 
s@em sound and they have no reason to question his qualifica- 
tions. 

Dr. Henkin says about 30 per cent of his time is devoted 
to seeing patients. many cf whom come from distant paris 
of the σους, and 60 per cent is spent om research into the 
biochemical nature of taste and smell 

Loss of taste or smell, or both, is most frequently caused 
by influenza, ἃ sharp blow tothe head or a variety of 


metabolic diseases such os diabetes or hypothyzoldism, Dr 
Henkin said. 
Aside from Joss of taste and smell, those afflicted also 


frequently suffer from depression, and in about 25 per cent of. - 


ail cases, loss of libido, he saki. 


- Not all of Dr. Henkin’s patients are cured, but his success 
stories include a New Jersey pizza maker whose tomaices-all - 


smelled rotten to him until Dr. Henkin treated him. with 
minuscule amounts of zinc sulfate, and an Buglishwoman who 
15 the supplier of nosegays to Queen Elizabeth, ~ 

Tn the Intter case, the woman bad fractured her skull and, 
as a result, everything she ate began to taste “absolutely rotten, 
veally foul.” After treatment, she said, her food tested normal 
again : 


In his work with patients and in the laboratory, Dr. Henkin 
says he bas discovered links between taste loss and more serious 
conditions, including some kinds of cancer and anorexia nervosa, 
ἃ disease in which young people redically curtail” their eating 
and waste away. 


‘Dr. Henkin’ 4s currently serving as a consultant for the ° 


Hooker Chemical and Plastic Corp. in a muitimillion-dollar 
lawsuit brought by workers who say they bave lost their 
senses of taste and smell as a result of exposure to chlorine 
and related chemicals. According to sources close to the case, 
Dr. Henkin has found objective evidence of loss of taste in 
Toany of the workers he has examined. 

AS 8. spinoff of his research into the nature of taste, 
Dr. Henkin says he has isolated and purified a protein con- 
tained in an clive-sized red berry, which. when combined with 
something sour, “produces the angelic taste of sucrose.” 


‘The shrub on which the berry grows is native to West ἡ 


Africa, Puerto Rico and Florida. It has been used as ἃ sweeten- 


ing agent for centuries by certain West African tribes, but. 


Dr. Henkin says he has mastered the technology of limiting 
the sweet taste to moments rather than the hours it lasts in 
ifs natural state. He says he has been approached by com- 
panies interested in marketing the substance. 

Perhaps the most important discovery related to the 
mechanism of taste yet made by Dr. Henkin is the Isolation 
and purification of the protein he has named gustin. “Gust” 
comes from the Latin word for taste and all proteims end in 
“mn” 

“Gustin. ' Dr. Henkin said, “causes taste buds to grow, devel- 
op and divide. It’s like their blood. Without it, they will die.” 

Although much of the biochemistry of taste remains a 
mystery, even less is known about smell “Smeil is a whole other 
technology.” Dr. Henkin said. 


“The problem is,” he continued, “that, while it's easy to get ὦ 


at saliva or biopsy taste buds, it is very difficult to get at the 
olfactory receptors, which are at the base of the skull.” 
Dr. Henkin said that he was beginning to get samples of 
the tissue that responds to odors. “But as litile as ts known 
is known about smell.”
